the royal Prince Pu Tain, who recently 
sisited St. Louis, is much amused at the 
report, widely circulated, that he hes dia- 
carded Chinese garments and gone in for 
American clothes altogether. 

This report, which emanated from In- 
dianapolis, where he was visited by a lone 
burglar who robbed him of nearly $2000 
worth of jewelry and $411 in money, has 
been the source of much mild amusement 
in the Wong household. 

it was reported that the burglar, whom 
Mr. Wong encountered face to face in his 
bedroom, might have escaped without de- 
tection had he not stopped to examine the 
pockets in the commissioner's Chinese 
trousers, which were lying near the bed, 
all of which Mr. Wong considers a delight- 
ful joke on the American press, since it is 
@ fact that Chinese trousers have no 
pockets. 

The joke on the man who tries to find the 
pockets in a pair of Chinese pants is ten 
dimes as rich as that on the man who 
blindly seeks to find the pocket in an Amer- 
jean woman's ekirt, he thinks, because 
there are pockeis, which may be found by 
the ekiliful initiated in the skirt, whereas 
in the flowing pants of the Orient there is 
not. even a sign of one. 

Thinking upon these things, Mr. Wong 
ie constrained to laugh heartily; and when 
Mr. Wong laughs heartily you cannot fail 
to notice it, if it is your fortune to be 
with him. 

Not that it Is a boisterous laugh. Oh, 
no’ It is anything but that. Hardly a 
sound does Mr. Wong make when he gives 
himself over to laughter. It is not a haw- 
haw, not cachinnation; no, it does not 
even resemble the ordinary laugh of an 
American who has suddenly hit tipon some 
funny point. It is an unctious laugh—one 
of those delightfully tinfectious§ laughs 
which seem to bubble up like a fountain 
from the interior and to run over at the 
lips and the eyes, and to tickle the very 
ribe from the Inside.

BRUSSELS, Belgium, July 3.—Princess Clem- 


entine, the youngest and only unmarried daughter 
of the King of the Belgians, wants to marry 
Prince Victor Napoleon, head of the Bonaparte 
house and imperial pretender of the crown 
France. Kine Leopold, however, objects. 


for the statement that a tender feeling exists 
between Prince Victor and Princess Clementine. 
The young people are old enough to know their 
minds, for he is 42 and she 10 years younger. 

The King feels obliged for reasons of policy 
to oppose the match. No ome in Europe can for- 
get that the hopes and maybe the conspiracies of 
the French imperialists are centered in Victor 
Napoleon. For the King of the Belgtang to give 
him his daughter in marriage would be to rec- 
ognize the Bonapartes’ pretensions in eo marked 
and significant manner as to give the French re- 
public, with which Belgium is on the closet po- 
litical terms, the gravest cause of offense, as the 
very independence of Belgium is somewhat pre- 
carious the King feels that he needs all the pow- 
erful friends he can keep. 

Ther ig every reason to believe, from the fam- 
ily history of Belgian royalty, that the princess 
will go ahead and marry Prince Victor Napoleon 
even without her father’s consent. Her sister, 
Stephanie, widow of Crown Prince Rudolf of Aus- 
tria, married the man of her choice, even though 
not of royal rank. Her only sister, Louise, cre- 
ated a Puropean scandal and is in a sanitarium, 
virtually a prisoner of state. 

aweag Leopold is the richest sovereign in Eu- 

tives hix extravagant and profligate life 
mt not impaired the magnificent fortune which 
his shrewd investments and his exploitation of 
the Congo have yielded. Nevertheless, he has 
warned his daughter that if she becomes the 
Bonapartist pretender’s wife he will be compelled 
to refuse to give her any marriage portion at all. 
Prince Victor Napoleon is not rich, and if he has 
the ambitions of his birth, he ought to have a 
wealthy wife. He is highly popular at the Bel- 
gian court for his sympathetic qualities. He and 
the Princess Clementine, if they take matters into 
their own hands, cannot live in Belgium for the 
reasons given. The princess would not object 
to happiness in exile for her lover’s sake, for 
her father has treated her as cruelly as he has 
treated her sisters and her mother, who died, 
as all believe, a broken-hearted woman.

PARIS, duly 30.—The problem of making color 
pictures from a single film or plate has just been 
solved by the joint invention of an Austrian sci- 
entist. M. de Slavick, and of the German Dr. 
Hezackiel. The result of their joint studies is a 
sensitive paper called ‘“Multico,’ which, after 
exposure in any photographing apparatus, de- 
velops all the colors of the original object by bé- 
ing immersed in warm water. 
This new paper, which its made of two kinds, one 
for landscape and the other for portraits, is so 
made as to arrest the colored waves of light 
and retain them, being covered with ten different 
strata of chemicals separated by thin gelantine 
films.

The present for Don Carlos was a large 
medallion, representing the Byzantine Mosaic 
of the Virgin in colors and gold, surrounded by 
a magnificent frame of gold filigree, adorned 
with precious stones. 

The Duchess of Madrid received a magnificent 
set of rosary beads of rock crystal and diamonds, 
mounted on a golden chain.

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Graphic Story of the Great Fight at Tatchekiao, 
Where the Mikado’s Troops Demonstrated 
Superiority of Their Guns and Gunnery. 
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DURING ENTIRE BATTLE 


ACTORS 


WERE HIDDEN 


-- 
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Gen. Oku’s Forces Finally Got Their Artillery 
Into Position From Which They Swept the 
Enemy Back With Hail of Shot. 


MUKDEN, July 30.—A writer who wit- 
messed the battle of Tatchekiao, July 4 
and July 2%, and who rode over a hundred 
miles on horseback, all the way to Muk- 
den, to bring the account, gives the fol- 
lowing description of the engagement: 

“Tl was akwakened at 5 o'clock in the 
morning of July 23 by the booming of 
guns. I had slept in the vilage of Tient- 
siatin, four miles south of Tatchekio, 
where the regiment to which I was at- 
tached was stationed. I hurriedly rode 
to the Russian outposts and found them 
engaged in a hot artillery duel, which con- 
tinued for two hours. Then the batteries 
slowly retreated on the main position, 
where Gen. Zarouableff decided to accept 
battle. 

“The Russian gunners thence poured a 
well-directed hail of projectiles, effectually 
stopping the Japanese advance and enab 
ling the various outpost detachments to 
fall back in safety. The artillery fire 
ceaged at about 11 o'clock and then, for 
three hours the Japanese were engaged in 
Placing their batteries in position and in 
putting their forces in order of battle. At 
2 in the afternoon the bombardment re- 
commenced and lasted until after 5 o'clock. 


“The Japanese had several guns of large 
calibor and all their batteries were send- 
ing out gtreams of shrapnel on the Rus- 
sian positions, but not causing much harm. 
In fact, the total losses at first were in- 
significant. 

“The fight was almost wholly an artillery 
duel, and was a magnificent spectacle. The 
creat of the hills, held by the Ruasians, 
er 


was converted into a raging volcano, and 
earth was thrown up in geysers by the con- 
tinuous rain of bursting shells until sand 
and dust hung in a cloud overhead and fire 
in the trees and grass, started by the shells, 
added a stifling smoke and heat to the 
blending glare of the sun. 


SHRAPNEL LIKE BIRDS. 

‘The shrapnel, like great, white-winged 
birds, sailed overhead. The moan and 
drope of their coming could be plainly 
heard, and the Russians threw themselves 
behind rocks and other shelters as the mis- 
sies burst. 

The Japanese shifted the position of their 
guns, both to esvape the Russian fire and 
to try and locate the masked batteries of 
their opponents. Late in the afternoon, 
they got in a position that enabled them to 
sweep the plain behind the hills occupied 
by the Russians and came dangerously near 
locating, though they did not quite find, 
the Russian batteries. 

“The night was perfectly quiet. I slept 
in the village of Sinmintin directly behind 
the Russian positions. The real battle 
opened the next morning. The first ‘gun 
was fired at 7 o'clock, and thenceforth the 
roar of artillery did not cease for an inr 
stant till 8:30 o’clock in the evening. At 
times the firing acquired extraordinary 
violence. 

‘The site of the battle was about three 
miles south of Tatchekiao and two miles 
east of the railroad. The sea was plainly 
discernible from the heights overlooking 
the battlefield. But nothing occurred in 
that direction. The Russian positions

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‘FIGHTING UNSEEN FOE. 

“I was able to follow only the experiences 
of Gen. Zarouabieff's corps and so con- 
fined myself to recording the incidents of 
this pdértion of the Russian troops. Za- 
rouabieff’s corps occupied a position on two 
hills, the largest of which was crowned 
by three summits. The commander and 
his staff stationed themselves on the high- 
est point, the center one, whence they 
had an uninterrupted view of the sur- 
rounding country. The general had placed 
batteries on the plain behind these hills, 
the guns being cleverly masked by lofty 
Chinese corn. The Japanese tried vainly 
the whole day to locate them and the Rus- 
sian losses, therefore, were slight. The 
men suffered. more from the scorching heat 
of the sun than from the Japanese pro- 
jectiles. 


“It was essentially an artillery bat- 
tle, but it was remarkable and even 
uncanny that during the 13 hours it 
lasted the Russians could nq make out 
a single Japanese soldier, ev@n with the 
most powerful glasses. From the _ po- 
sition occupied by Gen. Zaroupbaieff's 
troops not a single rifie shot was fired, 
but the gunners on both sides worked 
like madmen. 

“The deaf “sehing reports of 
he guns, the @ull booming of the dis- 
tant shots adi bic eee 4 vackground of 
deep bass for the vicious hissing of the 
hurrying messengers of death and the 
exploding shrapnel shells forming clouds 
overhead into which were thrown foun- 
tains of dust and sand when the shells 
burst on the ground, the impact shower- 
ing bullets and splinters around, made 
a scene to test the actor's courage. 


RUSSIAN TRENCHES AFLAME. 


“The Japanese fire was at first con- 
centrated upon the eastward hill, held 


by a small force of Russians, and by 11 
oclock this part of the position was lit- 
eraliy aflame. When this had lasted 
four or five hours one after another of 
the Russian positions became untenable. 

“In the meantime, the gunners serving 
the Russian batteries behind the hills, re- 
doubled their energies and the Japanese 
were evidently nonplussed by the fierce- 
ness of the fire from the unlocatable bat- 
teries. They even directed their attention 
to the Russian right, showering projectiles 
on a@ small hill which was quite unoccu- 
pied. Then the Japanese shifted their fire 
to the Russian center, but not a single man 
was withdrawn therefrom. 

The fire of the Japanese diminished 
about 5 o'clock and ceased altogether half 
an hour later, whereas the Russian bat- 
teries continued to fire.

LESSENS GOOD EFFECT 


“There are few monotonous features 
to baseball these days. The fact that 
games are played faster than ever and 


that the general work of the men 
seems to be improving every year adds 
ge | to the interest in the game sea- 
son after season,” says Charlie Zuber. 
“However, to this growing interest has 
been added a handicap, and that is the 
monotonous coaching that is being 
practiced everywhere by the men who 
are sent out on the lines to assist base- 
runners in makin the circuit.

LONDON, July 30.—Dispatches from 
Hai-Cheng bring the news that a decisive 
battle is in progress in which the Rus- 
sian southern army is making a most 
desperate effort to hold in check the ad- 
vance of the Japanese. 

This battle began at 7 o'clock yester- 
day morning with a heavy artillery fire, 
but in a short time almost the entire 
forces of the two armies were engaged. 

Protected by the big guns which had 
been ekillfully placed, the Japanese in- 
fantry advanced along the line of the 
pailroad in an endeavor to cut off the 
Russian southern army and isolate it 
from the other army under Gen. Kuro- 
patkin.

Little Howard Elder Could Not Resist 
the Temptation to Walk by 
Street Car Tracks. 


HIS MOTHER HAD WARNED HIM 


His Brother, Too, Pleaded With Him, 
but He Ventured Too Close - 
and Was Killed. 


The electric rails lured Howard Elder, 
9 years old, to his death As if they had 
been magnets they drew him from: the 
path of safety. They made him forget 
his mother’s instructions and turn & deaf 
ear to the warnings of his iittie brother. 


The electric car came whizzing by. Some- 


thing caught his father Adinner pail, which 
him and the 


he was carrying and drew 
bucket against the car and dashed them 
to the stony right-of-way, and he did not 
live long after they picked him up. 
Howard lived with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. G. R. Elder, at Elder Station, near 
the Creve Coeur electric line. Mr. Elder 
was plowing near Roth's Grove, and his son 


was to take his dinner to him. 

“Follow the Elder path,” his mother 
said to him as he started away with his 
little brother, Glen, “and dont go near 

electric line.” 

Sem. said Howard, and no doubt 
he meant to obey his mother, but when 
he came in sight of the electric line 
the temptation to walk along the cross- 
tles was too great, and he turned from 
the safe Elder path to the dangerous 
railroad track. ti 

“We'd better not go that way, said 
Glen. “Mamma said we shouldnt, and 
w ight get hurt.” 

“There's by. danger.” said Howard, and 
Glen followed reluctantly. 

They reached the place where their 
father had been plowing in safety, but 
he was not there. His plow had struck 
a snag and been broken and he had 
gone home by the Elder path, cyunting 
on meeting the boys if they had left 
home with his dinner. They started 
back again by’ the electric line. 

The gong of an electric car sounded 
behind them. Glen, very cautious, got 
away from the track. Howard walked 
along the path beside the track. The 
step or some other projection caught 
the bucket and the jerk, together with 
the suction, hurled Howard to the 
ground with such force that his skull 
was fractured. He died on the way to

Strikers Open 


Relief Stations. 

The strikers opened relief stations this 
afternoon and they were quickly filled with 
hundreds of men and women seeking bread 
and meat. Early in the evening the sup- 
plies gave out and more than 1000 were 
turned away. ‘The cutting off of credit by 
the grocers had much to do with the de- 
mand. ‘The strikers’ committee say they 
were imposed upon by professional beggars. 

Although it is generally believed thai an 
era of eviction is not yet at hand, the fact 
remains that on Monday more than $150,000 
in rent is due from strikers; a large num- 
ber of whom make no secret of their in- 
ability to pay. 

Cattle killing in Swift's plant is an index 
to opecations in all the others.

The tackle by which the cattle are hung 
up for the next process, was manned by 
workers who operated it slowly and with 
many false starts. Once past these pre- 
liminaries the operations went forward 
with greater speed. The cutting was done 
by foremen, salesmen, buyers, managers 
and others who had once been butchers in 
the plant, but had been promoted. 

The procuring of meat supplies, even at 
the high prices asked, has become a serious 
question with meny retail dealers. 

A “black list’’ has been put in circutla- 
tion by the strikers, bearing the names of 
retailers who have rohased meat from 
the big packers and the men listed are find- 
ing it difficult to get supplies from the in- 
dependent packers.

The method of drawing has been simple 
enough. One hundred and seven thousand 
envelo perfectly plain, were received 
in their origina! boxes. name and ad- 
dress of one applicant for lands written on 
a card was placed inside of each envelope 
and then it was sealed. The envelopes with 
these onclosures were then replaced in the 
original boxes and these sealed and num- 
bered consecutively. 

The big “churn” tn which the envelopes 
wer to be mixed was simply a solid 
wooden box 2% feet square and 10 feet jong, 
It was not nearly lar enough to hold 
all the envelopes, so the numbers of the 
sealed boxes were placed in a hat and care- 
fully mixed in full view of the assembled 
muititude.

RULES SAME AS AT ROSEBUD 


This Time There Will Be No Disgrace- 
ful Scenes of Lawlessness as 
at Bonesteel. 


Spécial to the Post-Dispatch. 

DEVIL’S LAKE, N. D., July 30.—Now 
that the registration at the Rosebud reser- 
vation is a thing of the past, this city is 
on the eve_of a rush that promises to sur- 
pass even that of the South Dakota stam- 
pede, and this will be due to the fact that 
this is a better-known country and because 
the lands on the reservation at this point 
are more valuable than those on the South 
Dakota reservation. 

Already people are here looking for in- 
formation and taking one of the several! 
methods of transportation to the reserva- 
tion’s land. A railroad of the Chautauqua 
grounds, south of the city five miles, takes 
one to the steamboat landing, where a 
line of steamers will carry the passenger 
eight miles further, to the very center of 
the reservation. Another route is across 
the bridge, which makes the distance but 
a few miles from this city to one part of 
the reservation. This bridge is a practical 
road built at a narrow place across the 
lake and was constructed at a cost of 
$20,000, which money was supplied by pri- 
vate subscriptions of citizens of Devil's 
Lake. 

The United States land office is located 
at this city and it is here that the regis- 
tration. will take place. It is true that 
registration for a few townships may be 
made at Grand Forks, but this point is over 
100 miles from the reservation and as the 
same railroad rate can be obtained on a 
ticket to this city, it is not expected that 
many people will stop off at Grand Forks. 

This city with the Chautauqua grounds 
is prepared to handle 25,000 at any one 
time—and more if necessary. At Chau- 
tauqua the hotels and restaurants are

On this date and for each suc- 
cecding day. until all the land ts filled on 
50 nomes are taken from the box full of 
envelopes and the lucky names tn. the en- 
ve'ones are posted in a conspicuous “lace 
and each winner also notified and giver, " 
number.

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CHRISTOPHER, iil., July 30.—As the re- 
sult of the exciting demonstration made 
by 100 men at Pinckneyville, 48 out of 46 
men destined for Zeigler jumped out of 
car windows and ran through the doors 
this morning, 

The train left St. Louis with the — 

who were mostly laborers, and encountered 
no obstruction until it reached Pinckney- 
ville. 
The union sympathizers there had been 
notified of the coming of the men, and, as 
soon as the train stopped, a rush was made 
for the rear car, in which the men were 
being carried. At the doors of the coach 
were armed guards, who refused the men 
entrance. The miners climbed to the car 
windows and called to the passengers. 

“Get off that train or you will be killed,’ 
is the threat Attorney Platt, who was in 
the coach, says was made. 

“They threatened to blow the car up, 
said Mr. Platt. “Many of the men were 
foreigners going in to lay steel for the 
raliroad on our property and the sudden 
call to get off the train came to them 
urexpectedly. They lost no time in si, 
ting out. 

“I realized that if they showed the 
white feather at Pinckneyville, with 100 
men around, it would be no use to try to 
get them through Duquoin, where I knew 
there would be a large crowd. 


Three Carpenters 


Not Intimidated. 

“Three carpenters refused to leave, tell- 
ing the miners that they proposed going 
where they pleased. No attempt was made 
to molest them.”’ 

At Duquoin fully 300 miners were on the 
platform when the train pulled in. Wil- 
liam. Morris, the strike leader, had been 
advised of the defection at Pinckneyville 
and had informed the men, but they were 
not content until they had looked through , 
the car. 

No threats were made at Duquoin and 
the miners maintained perfect order. One 
miner with a revolver in his pocket was 
summarily ordered home by Morris. 

‘We want no revolvers found here,” sak 
Morris. “It is too often the case that 
scme one not connected with the strike 
gets to shooting and we always get the 
blame.’ 

Attorney Platt was evidently disappointed | 
at not getting the men in, but showed no 
signs of giving up the fight. 

‘There are more ways of skinning a cat 
than one,”’ said Mr. Platt. “l got one car- 
load in all right, lost one car load today 
and am wondering what will happen when 
I make the next attempt.”

SYMPATHY HAS SCIENTIFIC SANCTION. 

Fiom “New Dawns of Knowledge,” by Michael A. Lane, 

in National Magazine for August. 
The new political economy, therefore, is not so much 
doncerned with mathematics as it ts with sympathy. 
Sympathy is a word that has no meaning for the old 
science of economics; whereas sympathy is the central 
concepti@ of the biologists, and hence of the new econo 
mics. Cells have sympathy for one another, and hence 
men, being mere compounds of cells, have sympathy com- 
pounded and recompounded in the highest degree. The old 
economics shuts its eyes to all ideas of justice. Justice, 
a fair division of nourishment, is a conception that has 
no place whatsoever in the old political economy; whereas 
in the new it occupies the center of the stage. A fair, 
a proportional, nay an equal, division of nourishment is 
necessary for the human body if the cells are to do their 
work. All cells must have ample supply of food; indeed, 
all cells must be supplied with more than they need—they 
must have a superfiuity rather than a scantiness to draw 
upon—if they are to do their work well. As with men, 
some do not require as much as others; what would be a 
superfiuity for some would be stint for others. The 
method by which the cells divide their store of nourish- 
ment is the very method that was long ago devised by 
socialists for the division of wealth: To each in proportion 
to his needs; from each in proportion to his power. But 
in order that each may receive all that ft can possibly 
use, more than enough must be placed at its disposal.

WOMEN IN SLAUGHTER HOUSE. 
Luke Grant in the World Today for August. 

Few people know to what extent woman is invading 
our great packing houses. The number in the Chicago 
stockyards has almost doubled in the past year. At the 
present time 2000 women are employed there. It is 
true that a little less than half that number are engaged 
in the revolting work described, the majority being em- 
ployed in painting and labeling cans, wrapping and 
packing soap and butterine. To such work the butchers 
make no objection. But the number engaged in the less 
pleasing occupation ts gradually being increased. Last 
summer the sausage makers at the stockyards went on 
strike. The strike was not sanctioned by the national 
officers of the organization, and when the men refused 
to work the packers proceeded to fill their places with 
women. The union could not object. The men had 
struck without authority. The women are at work to- 
day, filling, linking and trimming sausage. The men 
are seeking work. What wages the women are being 
paid is known only to themselves and their employers. 
They are Lithuanian peasant women. Few can speek 
the English language. To organize them would be prac- 
tically impossible, even were it advisable, which the 
union officials do mot believe.

You may enter any one of the four- 
teen or fifteen thousand postoffice savings banks in 
the united kingdom, sign your name, secure an 
account book and deposit a sum not to be less 
than 1 shilling (5 cents). The whole credit of the 
British government is pledged to the repayment 
of this 1 shilling, and it is as much a part of the 
national debt as the rest of the four or five bil- 
lion dollars which the government owes. 

The regulations are such as to make it in every 
way convenient to the depositor. The savings 
banks are all open from 8 a. m. to 8 p. m. on 
every week day; deposits may be made 1 shilling 
at a time, and may even be made by penny con- 
tributions tn the form of stamps; and all formali- 
ties are waived, both.in permitting a contributor 
to start an account and in enabling him to with- 
draw his deposit. Deposits may be made by al! 
persons of full age (if not under legal disability), 
by married women, by children of 7 years or over 
and on behalf of children of less age, on behalf 
of lunatics or insane persons. by a person acting 
~ trustee for amother, by friendly societies, 4n- 
ustrial societies, penny banks and incorpora 
societies. Mg

there is any mistake in the account or any failure 
to make the acknowledgment, you may write to 
the postoffice, and there is no charge for postage 
on this or any other letters connected with the 
savings bank. business. The loss of the bank 
book does not involve the loss of the account, but 
merely the payment of a shilling for a new book. 
Depositors are permitted to withdraw the whole or 
any part of the sum due them, not only in the 
office where they deposited their savings, but in 
any office in the kingdom; all that it is necessary 
to do is to write a letter, free of postage, to the 
office where you made your deposit, and they 
will send you a warrant which permits you to 
withdraw your money at the postoffice desired. it 
is possible now, even, to withdraw your money 
by telegram in any part of the kingdom upon the 
payment of a 30-cent fee. Sums may be trans- 
ferred with great ease from ane account to another 
and the certificates of birth or marriage or death 
which may be required in connection with the 
postofficg savings bank accounts may be obtained 
for 1 shilling. 

By means of the postoffice savings bank the 
government insures and ees the savings of 
its poorer citizens. The rate of interest pald is 
2% per cent on all deposits of £1 (85) or over. The 
amount that may be deposited, however, is strict- 


ing to over $1000—where the account exceeds that 
amount no interest is paid on the excess. Larger 
sums of money, however, may be invested through 
the savings bank department in consols or other 
British securities. and the entire funds of the 
savings bank are invested in this manner. 

The business of the government savings banks 
has steadily increased since they were intro- 
duced over 40 years ago. At the present time there 
are over fifteen millions deposits, amounting to 
over $210,000,000, the average deposit amounting to 
about $14. The total amount, including interest, 
of all accounts now open amounts to about $720,- 
000,000, and the interest credited to depositors to 
about $17,000,000. Every year over a million and a 
quarter accounts are opened and over a million 
closed, the number of depositors constantly in- 
creasing. The expense of operations has been re- 
duced to a very low sum, now amounting to only 
about 12 cents per transaction. 

These figures show the enormous extent to which 
the facilities offered by the government postoffice 
for saving are utilized. It has been calculated that 
one out of every five inhabitants of the United 
Kingdom, including women and children, is a de- 
positor in the postoffice. The facilities are, of 
course, used by the people of moderate means, but 
it is not possible, as In private savings banks, to 


Nine out of every ten deposits amount to less than 
$250: but the other tenth of the accounts make 
up over five-eighths of all the money invested. 
The depositors in the postoffice savings bank fep- 
resent all grades and classes of the community. 
Over one-half are married women, spinsters and 
children, and over one-twelfth are people engaged 
in domestic service. It is probable that three- 
fifth of all the depositors are women and children, 
employed or unemployed; but there are also large 
numbers engaged in industry, in trade and com- 
merece, and in professional and official life. The 
savings banks do not seem to be used very mach, 
however, by the farmers, only one out of every 
hundred depositors being engaged in agriculture.

APANESE music, Japanese costumes, 


Japanese Music Is a 
Japanese customs, and the Japanese 


J atmosphere generally, are in ‘The 
Darling of the Gods,” which is to be given 
Blanche Bates under Belasco manage- 
ment at the Imperial Theater tonight—to 
a greater and more serious extent than 
ever seen in St. Louis. 

‘The Darling of the Gods” is a serious 

play, seriously treated. There is the Be- 
lasco tenseness all through jit—the almost 
fanatical respect for details—the energetic 
striving for color and scenic effects. 
And the play itself is intense. There is 
tragedy in it—tragedy and love and suffer- 
ing—-with the gloom of it all illumined 
brightly at times, and none of it uninter- 
esting at any time.:

“There is no such thing in Japan 
melody for itself, as we know it in the 
West; and that is what an O-ridental 
thinks of when he speaks of music. Mu- 
sic ig illustrative always. What the 
Japanese call their ‘perfect’ music is 
perfect in its purpose.

“This esotericism In Japanese music went 
so far as to produce what is called ‘silent 
concerts. These are not for any but the 
elect, and are seldom witnessed by foreign- 
ers. They are performed with the greatest 
solemnity, prex sely as if every effort were 
heard; yet there is not a sound. 

“This ancient and classical cult has been 
revised under the leadership of the last of 
the Shoguns, Keikei, who controlled one of 
the six companies which today find their 
delight in interpreting this ancient system 
of sound that in the West we insist wpon 
calling music. Its finest flower in Japan 
ig the ‘No-dance,’ the ‘No-drama’ or 
‘No-worship,’ as it is variously called.

Mr. Belasco prides himself, also, on the 
faithfulness of his play to the social con- 
ventions in Japan. 

“First of all,” says Mr. Belasco, in dis- 
cussing this feature, ‘‘you must under- 
stand that the quality of a guest in Japan 
is indicated by the number of kneeling 
cushions placed for him. These are usual- 
ly of rich purple. The largest pile of them 
is nearly always at the left of the host, 
guest of honor sits—not on the 
right, as with us. This placing the guest 
at the left is another instance of Japanese 
topsy-turvydom. 

“Nothing but these cushions fs seen upon 
the entrance of the guest, each having, 
verhaps, the guest’s name in_= splendid 
osavashe. The tables are brought in by 
servants or mousme. There is one mousme 
table, as there is but one table 
for each guest. Viands are served indi- 
vidually, but the cups of sake pass from 
the host to the left. 

“The sake cups at a feast are three. in 
tween these extremes. Each guest. does 
not have a cup, but the sake is most often 
served from a sort of pure porcelain am- 
phora, by a boy, mousme, or geisha, in the 
center of the circle of tables. 

“Besides his amphora of sake, he has 
another pot of hot water in which the cups 
are washed before they are passed. The 
boy serving must never, under any cir- 
cumstances, permit his ‘breath’ to taint 
the food or drink; nor must anyone 
serves, unless he is of superior rank. 
then it is not ‘nice.’ That is why Japan- 
ese servants are almost prone, most of the 
time. and why the food is served ‘high.’ 
But sometimes when a guest wishes to pay 
special honor to the person on his left— 
the direction in whic the cup always 
passes—he himself washes the cup after he 
has used ft, and he himself receives the 
wine from the boy and passes it with a 
profound obeisance to the one he wishes 
to honor. 

“After the emall cup has gone the rounds 
the next in size is used, and the largest 
one last, if at all; for frequently, by the 
time each guest has pledged the other an 
the host has pledged them all, there is no 
need for further cups. 

“Then there is the Japanese bew. which 
is a much more complicated matter than 
it seems. It must be begun from a sitting 
posture—really a squatting on the heels 
and the forehead must touch the hands a 
they are spread on the floor, thumbs touch- 
ing. <All this must be done with the 
most deliberation and grace.

Gigantic Corporation or State Aided 
Refineries, Tanks and Pipe Lines to 
Save Industry From Standard’s 
Grip. 


WORK WILL REQUIRE 
SOMETHING LIKE $10,000,000 


Producers, Who Fear That the 
Great Monopoly Will Get Control 
of the Field. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 30.—The 
meeting of oil men at Independence today, 
while not so largely attended as was ex- 


pected, showed in a great measure the en- 
thusiasm of the men in the industry for 
the proposed fight against the Standara Ol! 
monopoly. 

It is proposed that the organization ef- 
fected shal effectively unite all of the 
forces in Kansas in favor of a plan for 
state contro! of the industry through the 
establishment of state-owned storage 
tanks, refinery and pipe lines. It is esti- 
mated that $10,000,000 will be required and 
that state bonds for this amount can easily 
be floated. 

Another plan is the formation of a com- 
pany with $50,000,000 capital, to be owned 
and controlled by the producers, and so or- 
ganized that the Standard will be forever 
expel uded from a voice in its management. 
This company is to construct and own oil 
and gas wells, pipe lines, storage tanks, 
refineries, pumping plants, telegraph and 
telephone lines, gas plants, vessels and any 


maass- 


rying on of its business, including docks, 
wharves and even railroad lines. There wil! 
be $20,000,000 preferred and $30,000,000 com- 
mon stock. 

Actual producers of oil are to have the 
first call on the stock. Contracts agreeing 
to sell the new corporation the entire out- 
put of the epplicant for a period of from 
10 to 3 years must accompany the sub- 
scription. The applicant can pay for the 
sreater part of his stock, if he so desires, 
by setting aside a certain percentage of his 
production, say 2% per cent each month. 
The stock is to be divided into 400,000 
shares of the par value of $100 each, and 
the preferred stock carries a guarantee of 
8 per cent dividend per annum from the 
date of the beginning of operations. The 
affairs of the c>ompany are to be managed 
by a board of trustees or directors, and ff 
is to be expressly stipulated that “‘no man 
connected with the Stanard Oil Co. or any 
of its allies or subsidiary companies in any 
capacity or friendly to them, shall be a 
member of this board, and if a member 
of the board shall become affiliated in any 
way with the Standard Oil Co., its allies 
or subsidiary companies, he shall be im- 
mediately expelled. That language, one of 
the men says, is going into the bylaws. 
The directors are to be elected for varying 
periods of years and are to be chosen 
by a majority of the stockholders. not of 
shares. This is arother move to keep out 
the Standard and prevent its possible dom- 
ination of the company through the pur- 


| chase of a majority of the stock. 


The first work of the new concern will 
be to provide storage tankage for its share- 
holders, and thus enable all plants to keep 
moving continuously. To take care of from 
5,000,000 barrels to 6,000,000 barrels or of] will 
require an outlay of approximately $1,000,- 
oo. The tank farms will be commenced 
immediately upon the organization of the 
company and completed as rapidly as pos- 
sible.

Did you never hear that keen, 
voice hail an acquaintance. or see him stop 
to talk, with his head thrown far to one 
side, his right shoulder pushed far up and 
his right hand emphasizing a point by 
means of a lead pencil beaten against the 
palm of the left hand?

Jaugh os he started on after a minute's 
conversation with a friend? 

What! Didn't you know ‘:Red" Galvin?

Hie went down to a smail station on the 
rrisco road intending to board the train 
ihe sheriff was on, but was informed by 
ihe station egent that the train did not 
slop there on that run, being a fasi pas- 
No sort of persuasion could Induce 
him to stretch a point and flag the train. 

Galvin left the station, seemingly re- 
signed to the disappointment. For several 
hours he lingered around the yards, se- 
cretiy studying the mechanism of the 
switch that would throw down the red 
light just before the approach of the train. 

On came the great engine; out flashed the 
red light; the train slowed down and the 
conductor hastened forward to see what 
was wrong. In the meantime Galvin had 
secreted himself om the train. By the 
time it reached Tower Grove station, in- 
side the city Umits. he had persuaded the 
sheriff to take his prisoner to the office of 
the newspaper by which he was empiocyed, 
ineiead of the city jail. There both sheriff 
and proner were virtually kept under lock 
and key until interviews, statements and 
pictures, had been obiained, and until] every 
other newaepaper in the city had gone to 
press and it was too late for them to get 
ithe story. Then Galvin’s paper came out 
with a great spread of type and phoio- 
sraphs that simply made his rivals sick at

IV. 
Why Galvin Suceceded 
HEN Galvin was 20 years of age he 
W could barely write his name. He 
: knew nothing of books, and it was 
about all he could do to read the news- 
papers he sold. 
Although he sold papers in severai large 
cities, particularly Cincinnati, before com- 
ing to St. Louis, 30. years ago, he had a 


keen, mathematical mind, and was a quick 
obeerver of men and events. 


His first actual connection with the news- 
paper business was in 1878, when the Post- | 
Dispatch was founded. Galvin was given a | 
job in the mail room. His duty was to’ 
serve out papers to newsboys and to keep. 
track of their cash returns. ' 

In 1880 he transferred his services to an- 
other paper, working In the same capacity. ' 
This association with the business aroused 
in him an ambition to become a news-| 
gatherer instead of a news-vender. He had! 
sold newspapers and shined shoes and, 
counted out newspapers all his life up to 
that time. He wanted a change. He longed ! 
to be able to write news and to see it In| 
print. 

But he could not write. What then? 
Why, he practiced at night and learned 
how. He also studied grammar, and by. 
and by he had the satisfaction of seeing ' 
some of his “stuff’—newspaper “‘copy” or | 
manuscript. is always called “stuff’’—in | 
print. | , 

From that beginning he went on and on 
until at length he came into the gaze of 
the late Joseph B. McCullagh, editor of the 
Globe-Democrat. Mr. McCullagh took him 
up In earnest. He gave him advice and in- | 
etruction concerning newspaper methods; | 
he took him to his own home occasionally, 
and encouraged him in every way. He 
formed such a great liking for this strange- | 
ly ambitious and ignorant young man that, 
after he had demonstrated his usefulness 
on many occasions, he presented him with 
an ornate gold meda)] designed by himself | 
and bearing words of highest praise for! 
Galvin’s efficiency as a newspaper reporter | 
and proprietor of “scoops.”” He also gave 
him cash bonuses for special journalistic 
teats. 

The same ambition and aggressiveness 
that made Galvin the best bootblack and 
newsboy there was in St. Louls when he 
first came here made him a power in his 
profession when he had fitted himself for 
a handicap that would have re- 
less confident man.

He adored the man who trusted him im- 
plicitly. 

He never betrayed a confidence. 

He saved his money. 

He dressed well and put up the best ap- 
pearance possible. 

He was an early riser and was nearly 
always the first man at the office. 

He was not afraid to work overtime. 

He gloried in his profession. He never 
called himself a newspaper man or a journ- 
alist. He was ‘a good reporter.” 

He joved his friends and never imposed 
on them; he wes always their social] debt- 
or, it seemed to him. 

He cultivated the acquaintance of all 
classes of people, and this gave him a 
greater number of private sources of infor- 
mation than was enjoyed by any other 
man in his businegs. 

The submerged tenth of humanity 
thought there was nobody like “Red” Ga}- 
vin. and at the same time he enjoyed the 
confidence and esteem of government offi- 
cilals, lawyers of the hichect standing, 
members cf the jfudiciar heads of grect 
corporations, bankers and politicians. from 
governor down

He was “a good reporter.” He worked 
hard and kept his mouth shut. These are 
a few of the reesors why “Red” Galvin 
was successful out of the ordinary. 


Vi. 
His Loves and Hates. 


OR many years one of Galvin's closest 
friends was the late James L. Biair. 
‘Many a good piece of news did “Red” 


ent shocks and saddest disappointments of 
his whole life, , 


like for the late Louis C. Bohle, and how 
be reappointed United States marshal. 


Ycars ago, when Galvin was working for 
the Globe-Democrat, Bohle was also con- 


nected with a department of the paper. He 
never liked Galvin and always spoke to him 


harshly. Galvin resented this treatment 
and never: forgave it. 

Just as soon as Bohle was appointed 
United States marshal, Galvin got his eye 
on him, and he never took it off. 
near the end of his term, Bohle sought re- 
appointment at the hands of the President, 
all opposition gradually faded away, al- 
though there were several strong aspiranis 
at iirst, and one day it was announced in 
the newspapers that Bolle would probably 
be appointed before nightfall. 

“No he won't,” said Galvin to a friend, 
conridently and confidentially, as he sat 
dovn to write a telegram to Washington. 

It wouid be a breach of confidence to say 
just how the matter was handled, but this 
telegram went almost directly into the 
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hanas of President Roeoseveit. Bonle's ap- 
polntment was held up, Galvin’s statement 
ard afadavits were brought into play and 
cown and out of office went Louis C. Bohie, 
never to hold anether. 

‘There are many wise persons who do not 
hesitate to say, and who state it us a fact, 
ihat, had it not been for the influence of 
“Red” Galvin, Pestmaster Baumhoft would 
have been “hred’ incontinently when the 
great agitation concerning his conduct in 
office arose. :

“Red’’ conceived a great liking for him, 
and he commenced a state-wide campaign 
for him for the governorship. Bverywhere 
he talked Stephens and sent out hundreds 
of letters booming Stephens for the new 
nomination.

and for a long timé “‘Red'' was on very"

Years later Galvin learned that this man 
was in jail in St. Louis, charged with hav- 
ing received stolerf goods. 

Galvin at once went to work to free his 
former friend. ‘ With his own money he 
co'lected evidence, secured afiidavits, €m- 
ployed Charles P. Jobnson as his attorney 
and laid the matter before the circuit 
court. 

Upon the extraordinary showing made, 
the prisouer was at once released. Hle of- 
fered Galvin a considerable sum of money, 
but he would not accept even the return 
of the money he had already spent. 

Grateful for his liberation, when the man 
returned to Cincinnati he sent Galvin a 
diamond cf remarkable size and beauty, 
and this diamont Galvin wore ¢@ill the day 
of his death. 

“J never saw the papers in a case more 
carefylly or accurately prepared,’ sald 
Gov. Johnsen once upon a time in dis- 
cussing this matter. 

Few men took a more lively interest in 
tLe rank and file of the police force than 
Galvin.

But the great 
Southwest, with so ample a part of its territory consutut- 
ing the middle Mississippi valley, has been less subject 
to foreign influence than any other section of the Union, and 
thus presents the most genuine Americanism in the body of 
its population. Of this sturdily-maintained Americanism 
the southwestern girl is the delightful feminine representa-

It 
is the first World’s Fair ever held in the great territory 
which she calls home, and. her southwestern patriotism 
causes her to revel in pride of ita surpassing merits.

HE advance guard of Raisuli’s men no doubt spied 
out the ground beforehand, and had no difficulty in 
selecting a convenient meeting place in the grounds.

We were sitting out on the 
veranda after the dinner, when we heard the trouble in 
the kitchen. We often sit there when the east wind blows.

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Ingenious Water Telescope. 


. 


ISHERMEN will be especially inter- 
ested in a World's Fair exhibit of a 
water telescope which enables them 

to look into the water to see if fish are 

there before deciding to cast in their hooks. 

This is a device made of wood or metal 

with one end of glass. When the giass 

end is submerged by looking in at the open 
end, objects in the water are made plainly 
visible to a considerable depth. In Nor- 


way, the fishermen use the water telescope 
regularly in searching for herring shoais 
er cod. 

All that is necessary to make a wooder 
water telescope is a long wooden box. a 
plece of glass for one end and some paint 
and putty for making the seams water- 
tight. Fix the glass tn ono end of the box 
and leave the other open to look through. 

A tin water telescope is more convenient 
than the wooden one, but more difficult tc 
make. The principal essential for this ts a 
circular piece of glass for the large end 
A funnel-shaped tin horn will do for the 
rest. Solder in the glass at the large end 
and the telescope is made. Sinkers con- 
sisting of strips of lead should be soldered 
on near the bottom to counteract the buov- 
ancy of the air contained in the water- 


tight funnel.

HOW THE GOGGLES ARE WORN 


MONG the recent inventions which

to be placed on chickens to prevent them 
from picking out the eyes of one another. 
A couple of pugnaciously-inclined birds on 
a farm can do a lot of harm to the others, 
and, as a protection agajnst damage being 
sustained to the eyes, it is proposed to 
equip the members of the flock with thé 
goggles shown herewith. 

The shape of these protectors is such that 
by springing them apart and placing them 
over the head of the bird they will stay 
there of their own accord. The. frames are 
fitted with discs of glass or mica. 

These spectacles are designed for very 
high-bred fowls, and are meant to pre- 
vent the owner from loss as well as the 
c!iickens from hurt.
